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ANTI-SMOKING 





OSHA Hearings - The testimony of six RJR scientists who were supposed to testify in December was 
postponed because, less than 24 hours before the company was scheduled to appear Dec. 7, OSHA 
staff members and attorneys representing plaintiffs In litigation against RJR maneuvered to deny RJR 
representatives the right to testify as a panel, rather than indM&ta&y. Following guarantees from Judge 
Vtttone that the company representatives would be allowed to appear and answer ejections as a panel, 
the company rescheduled its appearance for Jan. 17-19. The hearings, which began in September, are 
currently scheduled to oontlnue through January. (Maura Ellis - 6996) 

FDA Petition - On Jan. 10, Reynolds Tobacco participated In a press conference in Washington, D.C., 
where the company announced ft had colected 1.1 mUion signatures of American adults who oppose 
FDA regulation of cigarettes. Also at that press conference, The Tobacco Institute presented the results 
of a new public opinion poll showing little public support for FDA control of cigarettes. A majority (56%) 
of those surveyed felt cigarette regulation should be maintained at its current level or reduced. The 
following day (Jan. 11), the Coalition on Smoking or Health, which had Indicated it was trying to 
generate 1 m3 Son signatures urging the FDA to regulate cigarettes, announced on that it had collected 
only J ffiQ.QO signafe res^A large part of RJR’s petition drive success hinged on the excellent support 
by the safes forSe^ Everyone who participated should be commended.

Local Issues Pending: .. 



Walpole, MA - Board of Health held a meeting Jan. 10 and will hold another Jan. 24 to discuss 
comprehensive smoking bans. The public will be given one hour at the beginning of the meeting to 
voice their opinions. The Board proposes complete bans h restaurants, bars, malls, all public places, a 
phase In to complete nonsmoking in workplaces, all retail restrictions (no FSDs, vending machines, 
reduced pricing) and a complete ban on outdoor advertising of tobacco products. 



Nantucket, MA - Board of Health will hold public hearings in late January and early February on Cape 
Cod Tobacco Coalition proposal (Draft VII). The proposal Is being circulated throughout Barnstable 
County towns and proposes complete bans In an indoor public places. Workplaces may have 
separately ventilated smoking areas. RetaB restrictions Include vending machines, FSDs of any tobacco 
product and free samples. 


The Cape Cod Tobacco Coalition will meet again In January to come up with a final document which 
will govern the smoking policies for all of Barnstable County. The latest draft Is Draft VII (described 
above). In February the Coalition wfll present their final proposal to all towns for their approval and 
signatures. 


El Paso, TX will hold a public hearing on proposed smoking regulations within the next few weeks. 
There will be 6 expert witnesses to speak at the hearing. The Board also wants an even number of 
people speaking In favor and In opposition of the proposal at the meeting. Each wBI be allotted 3 
minutes to speak. After the public hearing the Board wSI consider all comments and vote on the Issue.
